Applicants hereby request reconsideration of the patent term noted in the 
Determination of Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) provided with the Notice of 
Allowance mailed October 6, 2004. A check including the amount of $200 for this application is 
enclosed 
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Statement of the Facts: 

The Determination of Patent Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) indicates that the 

Patent Term Adjustment for this application to date is 221 days. Applicants submit that the 

correct patent term adjustment for this application should be 315 days, calculated as follows: 

This application was filed on December 2 1 , 200 1 . 

A Notice to File Missing Parts was mailed by the USPTO on January 25, 
2002. Applicants timely mailed a Response to Notice to File Missing Parts on April 25, 2002. 
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Applicants' Response was received by the USPTO on April 25, 2002, as evidenced by the Patent 
Term Adjustment History for this application (copy attached). Applicants are unable to provide 
the date-stamped postcard, because this file was transferred from other counsel who did not 
provide it. Despite Applicants' timely response to the Notice to File Missing Parts, the U.S. 
Patent Office has deducted 19 days of Patent Term. 

The initial action by the USPTO was an Office Action mailed January 2, 
2004. However, this Office Action was never received by either prior or current counsel for 
Applicants. Using this date for the initial action, pursuant to 37 CFR 1.703(a)(1), the initial 
action was 315 days late. 

However, on the Patent Term Adjustment History, there is an entry dated 
02-23-2004 which reads "Letter Restarting Period for Response (i.e. Letter re: References)", and 
an entry dated 03-18-2004 entitled "Mail Notice of Restarted Response Period." The 03-18-2004 
mailing was, in fact, an Office Action, the first that Applicants' counsel had received. Applicants 
responded to this Office Action in a timely manner on June 18, 2004. Nonetheless, the USPTO 
has docked Applicants 75 days for a late response. 

The Notice of Allowance was mailed on October 6, 2004. Applicants are 
paying the issue fee today, January 5, 2005, within three months of the mailing date of the Notice 
of Allowance. Accordingly, pursuant to 37 CFR 1.703(b), Applicants' response is timely filed. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants are entitled to a patent term adjustment of 
315 days. In addition to the 221 days granted, 19 days should be reinstated for Applicants' 
timely-filed Response to Notice to File Missing Parts; plus 75 days should be reinstated for 
Applicants' timely-filed response to the Office Action mailed March 18, 2004. Applicants 
respectfully request that such a patent term adjustment be granted. Applicants note that this 
application is not subject to a terminal disclaimer.
